The applicant states that Gustafsson fails to disclose "hierarchal arrangement of program elements that neutrally characterize the 
compile unit." 

In response, Gustafsson provides a shared object model that enables the sharing the several compilers' internal representation of 
data between the different languages by means of a shared symbol table, which enables the several compilers to define their respective 
data objects in terms common to all (col. 2 lines 39-55). In Fig 3, class B is derived from class, A which is written in a different 
language. The compiled representation of class B contains the class definition B 202 and pointers to the base class A. This shared 
object model is in a hierarchical arrangement where any of the data objects declared therein may drive from or refer to other data objects 
declared in any of the languages utilized in the application (col. 4 lines 30-38) and enables data objects common to all (neutrally 
characterizing). The claim limitation does not further recite what specifically the hierarchal arrangement and neutrally characterizing are. 
Therefore, in view of the broadest reasonable interpretation above, Gustafsson in view of Dyer discloses the limitations in the claims. If 
applicant means anything more, this must be brought out in the claims to further clarify the invention.. 
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
